Brief Xttltws arimaartaat aal laterentiag
New Pablleatlaaa.

Every discriminating and rightly constituted
reader must admire tho skill and respect the
sentiment distinguishing Mr. J. M. Barrio's
now novol. "Tho Llttlo Minister" (Lovoils).
Tho horo'ls d vory oarnett llttlo minister with
gontto and what are sometimes calfed weak"
tendencies. controlled nearly always by a nota-
bly largo suppjy of courage and of will. It Is
tho combination of gontlenoss and strength
which roeommonds him to everybody In
Thrums when ho enters upon ths charge of
tho Auld Llcht Kirk In that community of
hard-heade- d and obstreporous weavers called
by the church authorities In Glasgow the
mouth of hell. Ho Is barely 21 at tho time ths
talo has to do with htm, so It Is entirely natural
that tho vory singular girl known as the
Egyptian, with hof astonishing oyos nnd
all her remarkable oapaoltles for exoltlng
mon's emotions, should havo Influenced him
poworfully. It may not bo qulto reasonable
to supposo that she oould, within an hour
after ho has first sot eyes upon hor. so
palsy his will as to bo able to lnduco him to
bocome nn actual rioter and to throw a clod of
earth at a Captain of tho British army whoso
mottvoho altogether rospects; but to permit
tho little minister to bo so worked upon

tho powor of ths Egyptian and adds
to tho surprising quality of tho talo. Tho
dramatic, art of tho author Is very generously
applied all through this novol. Little or
nothing Is permitted to stand In tho way of it
Improbability of incident Is not necossarllr
objoctlonablo to those who do not take fiction
too seriously, but some improbablo incidents
aro less happy than others, and the incident
of tho meeting of tho Egyptian and tho
drunken weaver's llttlo boy. In the course of
which tho llttlo boy exhorts this lovoly young
porson to dopnrtfrom Thrums, to tho end that
the llttlo minister may be free to exercise nn
undisturbed Influonco In opposition to the un-
fortunate habits of the woavor. his father,
seems to us to bo loss felicitous than It might
be. But tho woavar'a absurd llttlo boy is no
great mattor In tho story, though ho Is dig-nlfl-

by an illustration. Ho hinders but
ho cannot permanently arrest tho lovomaklng
betwoon tho Egyptian and tho llttlo minister,
which Is one of tho most charming bits of
emotional business to be found In nny book.
It Is glorious that Mr. Barrio permits it nil
to come out right Momentous thlugs bofall
while tho 10 o'clock bell is ringing In Thrums
that night when tho storm breaks and tho
cliff falls Into tho loch and the flood sweops
down tho glen and all the characters of the
Btorv aro abroad and racing around at cross
purposes in tho fearful gloom. It 6eems In-

evitable that tho melancholy roallam so usual
in contemporary fiction is to bo appllod hero,
and that It Is not applied Is the final surpriso
and tho culminating great delight of this
exceptionally ablo story. That Mr. Barrio Is a
wit and a master of phrase everybody knows
who has read his charming essay and story.
"My Lady Nicotine," but we may quote two or
three things from this now book to illustrate
the point "It cannot be said that he was
vain," ho obsorves of one of his characters,
" for though ho thought ho attracted woman
strangely, that I maintain, is a weakness
common to all men. and so no moro to bo mnr-vell-

at than a Btako In a fence." Again ho
says: "A house Is novor still tn darkness to
those who listen Intently. Ghosts were
created when tho ilrst man woke In the night."
Tho Egyptian says, speaking to tho llttlo min-

ister of tho delights of preaching to a congre-
gation: " It must bo nice to be ablo to speak
for a whole hour to people who can noither
answer nor get away." At one of tho clan-

destine moetings of tho lovers tho llttlo min-

ister feels that it is proper that he should go
away. He determines to go away, and say's
good-- l to her. Shoalso says good-b- But
says Mr. Barrio, "the minister's legs could not
havo beard him give tho ordor to march, for
they stood waiting." Again the novelist

: " I know no man who is so capablo on
occasion of looking like twenty as n Highland
plpor." und one of the characters describos a
banquet as "twa dinners in one." Wo repeat
that "Tho Llttlo Minister" is a story to ht

any well disposed road or. It Is a vory
able performance.

The first and chief of a book of short stories
by Henry James. "The Lesson of the Mastor "
(Macmlllan & Co.). Is concerned with the que-
stionnot now. but still undecided, so far as wo
know whether it Is proper for an artist to
have a wife. There are three principal char-
acters In this tale one a successful London
novelist, the master of the title, a married
man with children, horses, and a house In the
country: one a rising young novelist a bach-
elor, whoso houso and horses are yet to come;
and tho third a lovely girl full to overflowing
with tho Instinct and passion for literature,
and. Indeed, for art in all its forms. The story
is made up of the conversation of thoso three,
but mainly It is nn exposition on tho part of
tho mastor that tho married stato Is incon-
sistent with tho production of fiction in its
highest forms. The younger man had Intend-
ed to marry tho highly qualified nirl In
tho story, who certainly seems compe-
tent, from Mr. James's presentation of her.
to livo up to any knack of story writ-
ing, no matter how oxalted Its degree:
but ho goes away for two years undor tho

of tlio master's words, and theconso-quenc- o

Is that tho master, whoso wlfo dies in
tho mean tlmo, marries tho girl himself. The
lnslstont foature of the tale Is tho reverence In
which fiction Is held by tho mastor and by the
younger praotltlonor. and tho adoration of tho
two for the novels of each othor. Thackeray
In "Pendennls" points out how Impossible It
usod to be for Englishmen, oven undor pres-
sure of very expanslvo emotions, to bo offuslvo
in conversation; but tlmos change, and Mr,
Oscar Wildo and Mr. W. B. Gilbert, as well ns
Mr. James, have shown us how ardently tho
Englishman ran express himself nowadays,
especially whon tho art omotions aro oper-
ating. Wo suspoct wo certainly hopo that
Mr. James is fully owara of tho humor of tho
sentiments and of the conversational stylo of
tho mastor nnd of other characters Ilko him.
If ho Is not. his prlvilogos aro loss than thoso
of his readers.

" From Palm to Glnoler." by AUco W. Rol-

lins (Piitonms), Is not so much nn ncoount of
the author's Jouruoylngs In Brazil, Borrau da,
and Alaska as It Is a dollghttul chronleloof
hor emotions and reflections In thoso vari-

ously suggestive plaoes. Tho poot's sonse of
contrast thut Is In Holno's verses regarding
tho pine and the palm Is dltfusod and main-
tained in thoso pages. It is charming work.

Vfa recommend the monthly publication,
" Itoinnnce," aa a repository of oxcollent short
stories. It Is just tho oomponlon for every-

body who has tho time and the disposition to
bo delightfully cntortalned. Its selections are
made with much discrimination. What Is In-

teresting It nffords. and what Is uninteresting
Is not to bo found in It.

It Is no mo? true that tho wells of poetry
nre drying up than that the Amazon is becom-
ing feoblo. Tho flow goes on. It Is Impossi-

ble to eousidor It In detail. Noarly all of it Is
very fair and oredltablo poetry, We note
" Losing Ground," a book of sonnots reflect-
ing upon existing social and political phenom-

ena In a pessimistic way. by Herbert Wolcott
Bowon (J. O. Cupples, Boston); " A Volurao of

Pooms" of varied nature but of generally

. EIGHT $tB,000 SUBSCRIPTIONS

Far the Bataaleal Garden Obtained by Mr.
Margaa.

It Is now known that Mr. J, Pierpont Mor-
gan, who sailed for Europe lost Wednes-
day, left behind him the good news that he
had obtained eight subscriptions of $25,000
each toward the necessary J25O.OO0 for the
establishment of a New York Botanical Gar-
den, as authorized bv tho act of the Legisla-
ture ot April 19. 1801.

Acoordlng to the act $250,000 must bo raised
by the Incorporators boforo the city Govern-
ment is permitted to assist them. When this
amount has been raised the Park Commission-
ers are authorized to appropriate as much as
250 acres of Bronx Park, and the Comptroller,
on tho request ot tho Park Commissioners and
the Board of Estlmato and Apportionment is
directed to issue (500.000 In bonds for the use
of tho garden. Tho officials in question are
said to be heartily In favor of the project and
roady to make ubo of the authority granted to
them as soon as the specified sum is reached.

The Finance Committee of the incorporators
mot In last January and Intrusted Mr. Morgan
and four associates with tho task of soliciting
subscriptions. The plan adopted by Mr. Mor-
gan was to obtain, it possible, ten subscrip-
tions ot $25,000 each, to comply with the con-
ditions ot tho law, and with that assured sum
as an incentive to throw open the subscrip-
tion books to the publlo for smaller contribu-
tions. Eight of theso ten subscriptions, it ts
now announced, have been obtained, and only
two moro aro necessary tor tho consummation
of the undertaking, In the absence of Mr.
Morgan. It Is said that Mr. Cornelius Vandor-bl- lt

has taken the subscription paper In hand,
and will endeavor to procure the two remain-
ing names.

"The idea of a public botanical garden tn
New York." said one of the original promoters
of the enterprise yesterday, originated two
years ago among tlio members of the ToYrey
Botanical Club of Columbia College, of whichJudge Addison Brown is the President. The
gardons England, wore brought up as
a model ot what was needed here, and the plan
adopted was to organize the New York garden
on as nearly as posslblo the samo lines, with a
rousoum. herbarium, and arboretum, and col-
lections of plants, flowors. shrubs, and trees;
n place. In short sufficiently largo and scien-
tific for the most advancod original research,
